Dashing through the streets of Lon- 
don, so named by courtesy only, the 
passengers had been twice nearly up- 
set’ long before the outskirts of the 
Imetropolis had been reached, had been 
shaken out of most of their senses, 
frightened out of the remainder of 
them, and’ their load had -been light- 
ened to the extent of their six pocket- 
books by a gallant knight of the road 
who bade them “‘stand and deliver” — 
an order as terrifying as the “money 
or your life” of a later day. 


Daring Pioneers 

No wonder that these travellers 
were beset by grave misgivings at 
their rashness in taking part in this 
initial essay of a “flying machine,” as 
they stopped again for a change of 
horses. 

But the welcome by the excited 
yokels and the respectful attentions 
of a considerate host made them bury 
their apprehensions. for the present, 
and under the influence of roast beef 
washed down by fine Rhenish wine 
they told with a great deal of gusto 
and belated relish of their perilous 
adventures. When the al!-too-short 
resting period was over and fresh 
horses had been attached to the coach, 
the hardy travellers climbed back into 
their galloping prison with very bold 
swaggers jndeed, which disappeared 
immediately at the first terrific jolt 
as they got under way. 

History does not record the remain- 
der of the mishaps on this momentous 
hundred-mile journey to Bath, leaving 
the fate of the riders in the hands of 
Providence, as had beer, wisely cau- 
tioned in the waybill. Whatever their 
fate, the Yirst stagecoach was readily 
recognized as a great improyement 
over the lumbering and tediotisly slow 
stage-waggon which preceded .:it, ana 
in a comparatively short time the 
roads were full of “Flying Machines,” 
“Comets,” “Flashes” and other crack 
coaches. 

So batl was the state of English 
roads during the 17th century that it 
took three days and three nights of: 
incessant travel to get from Manches- 
ter to Glasgow, a matter of two hun- 
dred miles or so. The ruts were like 
trenches arid were up to the axle trees, 
most of the time. ; 


Living Ballast 

When these deep ruts were encoun- 
tered the passengers were called upon 
to assist by shifting their weight. 
“Now, gentlemen, to the right” would 
come the cheery request from the 
coac! n, wherefore all .the passen- 
ab hcg their combined weight to 
on that side. The process was 
repeated to the left if necessary, and 
on a typically bad stretch of road the 


passengers must have resembled so.

The early English stage-coaches 
were clumsy mmchines at the best. 
With no windows, no seats or railings 
on ten, and an. uncomfortable basket 
rumble behind, they were crude and 
inceuvenient enourch in’ camparison 
with the dashing mail-coaches which 
wete: evolved a certury later ard 
which were such a favorite subject 
with English painters. engravers and 
writers for muny tears. 

“Too Fast! Too Fast!” 

De Quincey and Thackeray paint 
vivid pictures of these colorful vehi- 
cles as they dashed. about the country 
carrying important personages and 
Messages at a speed that greatly an- 
noyed the more conservative folls of 
the day, who petulantiv declared that 
there was ro earthly ~cacon “why the 
post should be the swiftest conveyznce 
in England.” They pointed ct with 
fiery vehemence the dissipation .of 


chariot racing which, they claimed, 
had been instrumental in” bringing 
cown the great Roman empire in ruins 
about the heads ci the wicked. 

Samuel Penys makes many mentions 
of the tiving coaches in his inimitable 
dry manner. Wickens takes a-sk@ poke 
wi the stage-coacn rictures’ which had 
achieved great popularity, saying: 
“Colored prints of coaches starting, 
arriving, changing horses; coaches in 
ihc suasnine, coaches in the snow, 
coaches in the wind, coaches in the 
mist and rain, coaches in all circum- 
stances compatible with their triumph 
and victory, but mcver in the act of 
breaking down or overturning.” 


Sporting Coachmen 

Even these dashing mail-coaches 
were not without their. drawbacks, 
however. Just as Dickens suggests, 
zn occasional upset or breakdown 
marred many a journey. This was 
traceable in many cases to the sport- 
ing blood in the weins cf the coach- 
men, who could not bear to inhale the 
dust or. be bespattered with the flying 
mud of a rival equipage. That the 
passengers frequently aided and abct-

That was in August, 
1914. He was’then a student in 
the -University of Colegne and #2 
cadet. Shortly afterward he _ re- 
ceived the Kaiser’s commission as 
a lieutenant ind with others was 
sent to Metz to learn by first- 


hand experiences the art of war. 
He went through the battle of the 
Marne, the titanic struggle at 
Verdun, and the soggy trenches 
of Flanders. All the time he | 
watched the airplanes over his 
head. Then came an idea. 


In May, 1916, he . obtained a 
transfer to the air forces. After 
taking a course of instruction he 
went to the Somme front where 
he met Richthoffen, 
ror of the Allied airmen. Secker 
was flying on an observation mis- 
sion over the English lines when 
Richthoffen’s plans was -attacked. 
He saw his friend go down in 
flames to crash in the picturesque 
Somme valley. Later he was shot 
down, himself, his ship crashed 
and his observer was killed, but 
Secker escaped miraculously with 
minor bruises. 

Since peace was concluded Seck- 
er’ has’ been active in flying. He 
has worked in the Junker factory 
in Germany, learning how to build 
all-metal planes, and he spent a 
year in commercial aviation fly- 
ing over the tropical forests of 
South America.

But no one, until recently, has 
ever been able to substitute the 
lens of the camera for the eye of

Heinrich, aware of 
search, turned his mind to the 
problem and has perfected a me- 
thod of photographing the “finger 
prints” of the bullets. 

He-is able now to obtain 
single picture markings of 
bullets. 

A small

by side is used. 

The death bullet is put under 
one tube. A test bullet, fired from 
the weapon suspected as that use- 
ed by the killer, is fired from 
the gun, recovered and put under 
the other tube. He image of each 
bullet is carried to a prism which 
reflects it to the other. This 
prism in turn conveys it to an- 
other and thus both bullets can 
be seen in one field under one 
magnifying eyepiece. Substitut- 
ion of the camera for the scien- 
tist’s eye completes the method.

maining million acres are situat- 
ed less than 135 miles from the 
American border, according to the 
report. 

Amid an atmosphere of keen ap- 
prehension, the State Department 
cabled Ambassador Fletcher at 
Mexico City to ascertain the facts 
im the situation, as the Senate for- 
eign relations committee acted to 
information. 

Should the report prove ac- 
curate, Senator Borah, chairman 
of the committee, declared that it 
will make a sweeping investiga- 
tion. ; 

Recalling the Magdelena bay in- 
cident, Sengtor Johnson of Cali- 
fornia called the alleged concess- 
ions to the attention of the Senate 
shortly after it convened for the 
day’s session, reading from news- 
paper dispatches from Los Angcles 
declaring that Dr. K. O. Osawa 
of San Pedro, Calif, had obtained 
the concessions to develop oil, rub- 
ber and vegetable dye resources 
through Col. R. A. Vasques, a 
Mexican army officer. 

Senator Johnson declared: 

“The report is apparently au- 
thentic, but I want to ask the 
chairman of the foreign relations 
committee if he will not call his 
committee together to ascertain 
just exactly what has occurred.” 
Senator Borah responded prompt 
ly, saying: 

“We should have the full facts. 
I shall be very glad to call the 
committee together.” 

Later Senator Borah communi- 
cated with the state department. 
He learned that it had no infor- 
mation on the subject, but had 
cabled Ambassador Fletcher for 
verification. The senator then 
dispatched telegrams to several 
persons likely to know about the 
deal. Later he said he hoped 
to call the committee together 
either Tuesday or Wednesday if 
the facts proved to warrant such 
action. 

If the concessions have been 
made, it is the consensus of -opin- 
ion that the Senate will adopt a 
resolution repeating the warning 
contained in the Lodge resolution. 

It declared that the United 
States looks’ with “grave concern” 
on the attempt of any foreign cor- 
poration or association to ac- 
quire a harbor or any other place 
in the American continents so 
situated as to threaten the security 
of this country in time of war. 

, Following the adoption ‘of this 
resolution, negotations for _ the 
Magdalena Bay concessions: to the 
Japanese in 1912 were dropped.
